IS HEALTHY

to recognize fully the value of their ports—river, lake, bay, or ocean—and 


(Ce recosni throughout North America particularly are beginning finally 


their importance to the immediate area, whether it is St. Louis, Chicago, 


San Francisco, Mobile, or Philadelphia. 


Part of this awakening is due to the opening of the St. Lawrence Seaway 
which has caused a large portion of the long-sleeping isolationist-minded multi- 
tude inland to become aware of the necessity of world trade and the exchange of 


goods between countries. 

Another reason is the increased search 
for cheaper transportation inland which 
has stepped up the movement of bulk 
commodities on our rivers, because more 
large industrial plants have been located 
on these inland waterways. Even im- 
ported iron ore today is being floated up 
the Mississippi River from Burnside, La., 
to St. Louis and Chicago. 

Because trade cannot help but move 
upwards in tonnage as our population in- 
creases and the needs multiply and water 
transportation always will be the cheapest 
and most available mode of transportation 
for large quantities, the general outlook 
for ports of all kinds is a healthy one in 
my opinion. 

I don’t mean to imply that all a port 
has to do from now on is to open its gate 
and the cargoes will flow through or the 
citizens of the community will authorize 
unlimited amounts for improvements in 
facilities. 

There are 
overcome. 

A number of persons still must be edu- 
cated to the basic facts of trade, but we 
feel considerable progress has been made 
ir informing the people of the United 
Svates, for instance, that their own coun- 
try is far from self-sufficient, and needs 
raw materials from the rest of the world 
for 70% of their manufacturing—whether 
the plant is in Denver, Omaha, Los An- 
geles, or Baltimore. 


still many problems to be 





We wieder whether the other 30% 
could exist without the 70% to purchase 
the goods or assist in other ways. 

Many persons still feel we should live 
in the high tariff era, particularly those 
who have been put out of work because 
of the importation of cheaper foreign 
goods. Some industries throughout the 
midwest have had unexpected repercus- 
sions from the Seaway because foreign- 
made commodities now move into their 
immediate market areas so much cheaper 
that the sale of the higher-priced Amer- 
ican goods has dropped off. 

However, we cannot help but feel that 
this new competition will result in the 
unveiling of new avenues, for this coun- 
try’s unexcelled industrial growth has 
resulted from the constant search for new 
ideas and new items as well as new means 
with which to produce. 

For example, only recently it was an- 
nounced that our new coal mining ma- 
chines now can produce coal so economi- 
cally that it can be delivered in Germany 
for 50 cents a ton less than the Germans 
can produce it for in their own back yard. 

Any new industries will have to depend 
on trade for their raw materials and the 
sale of some of their products. 

We have to impress upon any and all 
industries in this country how important 
the foreign markets are to their very 
existence. Too many times, an indus- 
trialist will comment that foreign sales 
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PORT OUTLOOK—Continued 


are an insignificant part of their whole 
production, for it amounts to only 5% 
or 10% of that business. 

How often is it true that the whole 
net profit of a company is that same 5% 
or 10%. 

It is only after a firm loses its foreign 
markets that it fully appreciates its de- 
pendence upon their purchases. 

We also should attempt to educate the 
worker in a plant that his commodity 
competes in foreign fields with those from 
other countries and, therefore, it must 
be on a competitive basis in price or 
he may lose his job because sales have 
dropped. Look at the steel industry as 
a prime example—an industry which al- 
ways exported hundreds of thousands of 
tons, and now is seeing more imported 
right here in the United States than is 
exported. 

Of course, seaports benefit whether the 
item is an import or an export, as long 
as the tonnage is the same. 

Seaports are the natural points of ex- 
change and gateways for the raw ma- 
terials to flow in and the finished prod- 
ucts to flow out. Industries appreciate 
that more fully when a threatened strike 
of some kind as a port bogs down the 


freight . . . . only then do they realize 
that the longshoreman and the tugboat 
skipper is as vital to their business, as 
is the machinist right in the plant. 

When charges on merchandise are high, 
the industrialist inquires why, and then 
begins to study all charges at ports and 
learns about the conditions of the facili- 
ties and what the problems are to get his 
merchandise. 

Unfortunately in many cases in the 
past, a personal problem has had to be 


involved before the average businessman € 


became interested in what happened down 
at the waterfront. No longer is this true, 
for the general public in a port realizes 
that somehow their economy is linked to 
that waterfront, and theiy want it to 
operate successfully and to be busy all 
the time. 

Many persons finally realize that public 
money is the only method of keeping a 
port in operation and modern, so that 
a steamship line is interested in coming 
there and wants to come because its 
overall costs are not too high for the 
cargo available. More and more people 
realize that the return is too little to 
arouse private concerns to invest millions 
of dollars into a terminal to operate com-

the world’s scheduled international airlines, has established a new milestone 


\ recent action by the International Air Transport Association, organization of 


in the Pacific foreign trade. It is in the form of a wholly new concept in 
air cargo rates—a structure which, incidentally, my company has urged for all! 
areas for many years—and there appears to be little doubt that it will have a 
salubrious effect on transpacific air trade. The new rate structure is scheduled 


to become effective January 1, 1960. 


The Pacific importer and exporter may well sit up and take notice. 


Following are several significant reasons 
which should prompt the progressive and 
far-seeing Pacific trader to re-examine 
his present shipping practices and to de- 
termine how best to utilize air cargo to 
a greater extent than he may be doing 
today: 

The system whereby general cargo is 

saddled with a higher rate, and certain 
specific commodities with varying lower 
rates, with a weight breakpoint at 100 
pounds, has been scrapped for North and 
Central Pacific traffic. The same system, 
with certain modifications, still holds true 
for North Atlantic traffic. 

The new system is a simple one. It 

offers descending rates, through half a 
dozen weight breakpoints ranging from 
100 to 22,000 pounds, regardless of com- 
modity description. 

The new rates are substantially cheaper 

than heretofore, with savings estimated 
as running from 12% to 54%, depending 
on the weight of the shipment. 

More important, the rate structure has 

allowed a firm such as mine to offer 
to Pacific, exporters and importers addi- 
tional weight breaks and a revised series 
of rates which, in most cases, are even 
lower than the new low rates of the air- 
lines themselves. 
San addition to the normal passenger 

services across the Pacific, all of which

carry cargo (a passenger jet hauls as 
much cargo as an early postwar air- 
freighter), there is an unprecedented 
number of all-cargo flights to the 
Orient, ‘utilizing advanced-type piston-en- 
gine equipment. 

As one who for many years has served 
on both sides of the air transportation 
management fence—direct air carrier and 
indirect air carrier—I consider the de- 
velopment in the Pacific to be nothing 
short of a real breakthrough for the 
shipper. Now more than ever before in 
air cargo history, it is the Pacific traders’ 
first big chance to convert this develop- 
ment into (a) important dollars-and- 
cents savings, (b) to seize an opportunity 
to expand their present markets, and (c) 
through the medium of air delivery, 
to realize considerably faster payment, 
thereby releasing transport-tied capital 
for a greater rate of turnover during 
the year (and reducing the necessity of 
bank loans). 

My own company’s new rates have been 
made effective as of the date of the air- 
lines’ rates—the first day of the brand 
new decade, 1960. Quite coincidentally 
—and a happy coincidence it is for the 
United States exporter—it comes at a time 
when Japan has announced an increase 
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BREAKTHROUGH IN THE PACIFIC—Continued 


in its foreign currency budget for im- 
ports. 

Let us consider briefly Japan’s current 
foreign currency budget for imports, for 
example. In the half which ends March 
31, 1960, an increase of $387 million over 
the total for the previous half is noted. 
A fair percentage of this represents com- 


modities which can move economically 
by air. 
Like the ungrammatical literary ob- 


servation that “pigs is pigs,” one cannot 
escape the truism in the much bandied- 
about phrase, “facts are facts.” With 
regard to air cargo, one is less than 
honest to suggest that all commodities 
can be flown economically in normal dis- 
tribution. 

On the other hand, no international 
trader worth his salt will deny that the 
airplane is converting a steadily growing 
variety of commodities to air movement. 
Unquestionably this trend has been ac- 
celerated by the Pacific rate action. 

Why is my own firm, for example, able 
to make steady inroads into the ocean 
transportation market, introducing great- 
er tonnages to the air? Here are a few 
clues: 

» Air cargo rates are coming down at 


a time when sea cargo rates are moving 
up. 

>» More and more shippers have learned 
that a comparison of the higher air rate 
with the lower sea rate often leads to 
misleading conclusions. Air offers basic 
economies such as considerably lighter 
packing, or no packing at all; reduction 
of working inventories and capital; 
greatly reduced insurance costs and less 
documentation, which not only offset the 
lower surface transportation rate, but 
frequently turns out to be cheaper in the 
end. 

> Vastly improved aircraft and greater 
daily cargo capacity provide the shipper 
with greater reliability, flexibility, and 
speed than ever before. 

>» Recognition that the international air 
freight forwarder, an air carrier in its 
own right, performs a number of vital 
functions for the exporter and importer 
which no airline is in a position to per- 
form. 

> The new differential between the air 
freight rates out of New York and those 
out of the West Coast, for Orient-bound 
shipments, is approximately half of what 
it was heretofore. In effect, this has halved 
the margin for the West Coast shipper

FORWARDER LEGISLATION 
The following excerpt is from the minutes of the general meeting held on October 28, 1959: 


Legislation: President Mercer called upon Chairman Kerner to report on this sub- 
ject. In opening his report, Mr. Kerner stressed that legislation was not a matter of 
action by an individual association, but was a combined industry effort, handled by the 
Committee on Legislation for the United Ocean Freight Forwarding Industry. He 
reported that the Steering Committee of the Industry Committee on Legislation discussed 
all matters of policy. He further stated that naturally there were differences of opinion 
on the Steering Committee, and issues were fully debated; however, with a willingness 
to compromise on the part of all, all differences thus far had been resolved, and he hoped 
that this spirit of cooperation would continue in the future. ‘ 

Among the things decided by the Steering Committee, and approved by the full 
Committee, was that the industry should press for the House Bill, H. R. 5068, with 
amendments as proposed by the forwarding industry. These amendments are principally 
designed to restore the bill to the version as passed by the Subcommittee on Forwarders 
of the House Merchant Marine and Fisheries Committee. 

He further reported that the Chairman of the full industry Committee on Legisla- 
tion had appointed him as Chairman of a Subcommittee, to be known as the Committee 
on Ceordination, and with members representing every section of the country. The job 
of this committee will be to get all possible support for our legislation. Mr. Kerner 
stressed that while he and his committee would naturally do everything in their power 
to accomplish this objective, nevertheless they could not be expected to do it alone, and 
that they would require the help of every member of every Association in the country. 
He stated that members would be advised shortly as to what they can do to assist, and 
strongly urged that when the call comes, he hoped to see 100% cooperation from the 
membership, especially since this legislation concerned the life and death not of a few 
committeemen, but of each and every member. 

Mr. Kerner then noted the presence of our fellow-member, Harry Barr, who is Chair- 
man of the Committee on Legislation, and asked Mr. Barr if he had any comments to 
make upon the report. After a round of applause, Mr. Barr arose, and affirmed Mr. 
Kerner’s report, and also appealed for full support of all members of the forwarding 
industry. Mr. Barr expressed the hope that some effort would be made to get the Phila- 
delphia customs brokers and forwarders to organize, as that is the only large port that 
has no local association. He also reported that a new association in Miami has joined 
the Committee on Legislation.

interests of Oakland's central district in local, state and national legislative matters. 

In World War Il, he again entered military service as an officer in the Arm Transportation 
Corps, serving in England as executive officer to the Chief of Transporation, United Kingdom Base. 
He was a major overseas when Major William F. Knowland of Oakland was appointed to the U. S. 
Senate. Frost became Senator Knowland's administrative assistant in Washington and organized the 
Senator's Washington office before returning to Oakland again to manage the downtown associations. 
He has been a city official in Oakland since 1946, when he was appointed to the Oakland Housing 
Authority, from which he resigned in 1946 to accept an appointment to the Oakland Board of Port 
Commissioners. 

Frost became executive director july 1, 1952, and immediately initiated substantial expansion

TUNISIA OBTAINS PROVISIONAL GATT STATUS 

The General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade (GATT) conference, unanimously 
accepted Tunisia as a provisional member. 

A GATT spokesman said Tunisia will attain full membership after negotiating new 
tariffs with member nations and reporting to the International Tariff Conference in 
September, 1960. 

The decision to accept Tunisia’s membership provides for trade between her and other 
GATT members to be based on present GATT regulations pending full membership. 

The GATT session also decided to allow Greece to apply to a revised tariff structure. 
The Greek delegate said the new structure would be submitted to the home government 
immediately and Greece is prepared to hold negotiations or consultations on the new 
tariff structure with other countries. These consultations will be completed prior to 
the end of the next GATT session, scheduled in May, 1960, the spokesman said. 

In other action the Gatt delegates: 

Decided to allow Guinea more time to consider her position towards GATT as a 
result of her independence from France. It was agreed that during this time GATT na- 
tions should apply GATT regulations towards her on a defacto basis and Guinea would 
do the same in return.

GENERAL DEVELOPMENTS 
REGULATIONS UNDER THE ANTI- 
DUMPING ACT—For over a year, the Bu- 


reau of Customs has been considering the 
amendments it proposes to make in the 
Customs Regulations under the Antidump- 
ing Act in order to make them conform to 
the amendments to the Act which became 
effective in 1958. To this end, the Bureau 
has issued the latest version of the regula- 
tions it proposes to issue, and has invited 
interested parties to submit views and com- 
ments on them. 

The Customs Committee of the Council 
undertook a careful study of the proposed 
amendments, and as a result of this study, 
it decided to recommend two changes: In 


one of these recommendations, our Com- 
mittee requests that the date when the 
question of dumping was first brought to

DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING 
IMPORTED COMMODITIES 


WOOL FABRIC QUOTA—The Interde- 
partmental Committee on Trade Agreements 
has announced that the United States will 
renegotiate the “Geneva Reservation” on 
the basis of which a quota has been im- 
posed since 1956 on fabrics in chief value 
of wool dutiable under paragraphs 1108 
and 1109(a). Under the provisions of the 
General Agreements on Tariffs and Trade 
(GATT), the United States will negotiate 
this reservation with the United Kingdom 
and Belgium, with which the tariff conces- 
sions on such wool fabrics were initially 
negotiated. In addition, the United States 
will either negotiate or consult with other 
contracting parties to the GATT found to 
have an interest in this proposal. 

MATERIALS IN NATIONAL STOCKPILE 
—The General Services Administration pro- 
poses to dispose of the following materials 
now in the national stockpile: (1) Ap- 
proximately 141,808 pounds of pyrethrum 
(20%) extract, to be channeled to proces- 
sors at prevailing market prices after April 


24, 1960; (2) Approximately 19,000 pounds 
of erude quartz crystals to be offered for 
sale on a competitive basis after May 6, 
1960. 


COMPARATIVE PER CAPITA 
U. S. EXPORTS AND IMPORTS 


Canada still heads the list as our best 
customer, with Mexico running in second 
place—according to a comparative per 
capita tabulation of exports and imports 
for 1957 and 1958 compiled by the National 
Council of American Importers, Inc. 

A glance at this table shows that on a 
per capita basis, the United States buys 
much less from other countries than they 
buy from the United States. For example, 
Canada bought $196.23 worth of American 
goods per person last year while the 
United States bought Canadian goods aver- 
aging only $15.37 per person. 

In making this analysis, the Council 
found that during 1958 there was a drop in 
U. S. exports of machinery and steel prod- 
ucts to Canada while exports of aircraft 
and parts were on the increase. On the

FOREIGN TRADE ZONE PROPOSED IN PUERTO RICO 

The Puerto Rico Industrial Development Company has filed an application with the 
Foreign-Trade Zones Board to establish a foreign trade zone in the vicinity of the port 
of Mayaguez, Puerto Rico. The proposed foreign-trade zone would be located along State 
Highway No. 2, approximately 4% miles from the Mayaguez port, which is within Puerto 
Rican Customs Zone No. 49 of the United States. The land area for the proposed zone is 
to be acquired by the Puerto Rico Industrial Development Company, a public corporation 
directly concerned with the industrial development program of the Commonwealth of 
Puerto Rico. The initial area of the zone will be about 20 acres with approximately 15 
acres available for further expansion. In the beginning, the zone is to have one indus- 
trial building for manufacturing purposes and a warehousing building. 

The application is stated to be the result of an extensive study by the Economic 
Development Administration of the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico and to be supported 
by the Puerto Rican Chamber of Commerce, as well as numerous business firms. It was 
filed under the provisions of the Foreign-Trade Zones Act, as amended, which provides 
for coteniehment, operation, and maintenance of fereign trade zones in ports of entry 
of the United States 


FMB REGULATORY PERSONNEL SHIFTED 
The Federal Maritime Board has decided to “reassign” certain personnel to strengthen 
its regulatory activity over ocean steamship conferences, which has been under attack 
by the House Antitrust Subcommittee. The changes go into effect Nov. 15. 
Thomas Lisi, now assistant general counsel and chief of the Division of Operating 
Contracts, is moved to chief of the Regulations Offices. 

Floyd Tibbot, chief of the Regulations Office now, is to become a “regulations con- 
sultant” to FMB. This is a newly-created post. Mr. Tibbot was one of the agency officials 
who appeared with FMB chairman Clarence G. Morse before the House Antitrust Sub- 
committee at the opening of its hearings last month in New York City. Regulation of 
the conferences, which subcommittee chairman Rep. Manuel Celler (Dem., N. Y.) described 
as a “shocking situation,” comes directly under the Regulations Office.

CUSTOMS DELEGATION ORDER No. 15 


By virtue of the authority vested in me by Treasury Department Order No. 165 


'T.D. 53160, 17 F.R. 11705), I hereby transfer from the appraisers of merchandise to 
the collectors of customs the function under section 606 of the Tariff Act of 1930 (19 
U.S.C. 1606) of determining the domestic value, at the time and place of appraisement, 
of any vessel, vehicle, merchandise, or baggage seized under the customs laws, in any 


case where the aggregate value of the seizure does not exceed $500.

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—APPRAISEMENT OF 


SEIZED MERCHANDISE 
Page 1532 

The authority of collectors of customs to determine the domestic value of seized 
merchandise which was limited to seizures valued at not over $250 has been extended 
to cover seizures valued at not more than $500. To reflect this change, the second 
paragraph of feotnote 23, appended to section 23.12(a), Customs Regulations, is amended 
to read: 

The function of determining the domestic value of seized property under section 
606, Tariff Act of 1930 (19 U.S.C. 1606), in any case where the aggregate value of the 
seizure is not more than $500 has been transferred from the appraiser to the collector.

IMPORTANT ANNOUNCEMENT—1960 CUSTOM HOUSE GUIDE

WORKS OF ART—TOURIST LITERATURE—BOOK BINDINGS OR COVERS 


Public Law 86-262, approved September 14, 1959, entitled “An Act to amend paragraph 
1629 of the Tariff Act of 1930 so as to provide for the free importation of tourist 
literature, to liberalize the tariff laws for works of art and other exhibition material, 
and for other purposes” (see page 1030, November issue). 

The Purpose and General Statement of the Committee on Ways and Means, House 
of Representatives, from Report No. 984 of August 24, 1959, to accompany H.R. 6249, 
a bill containing provisions identical with those enacted in Public Law 86-262, is set 
forth below. The purpose, scope, and intended meaning of section 2 of P.L. 86-262, are 
extensively stated therein. The pertinency of Report No. 984 to the administration and 
interpretation of Public Law 86-262 is clearly shown by the following remarks of Mr. 
Mills, Committee Chairman, (105 Cong. Rec. (No. 154) 16511, Sept. 3, 1959). [T.D. 54951.] 

PURPOSE 

The purpose of H.R. 6249 is to liberalize the definition of ‘“‘works of art’’ which may be imported 
duty free so as to include modern art forms and to ease restrictions on the importation of articles of 
educational or artistic value when they are meant for exhibition and not for sale. The United States, 
the world’s most advanced society, retains some of the most antiquated tariff provisions which tend to 
sharply reduce the number of abstracts, collages, lithographs, and primitive carvings imported for the 
enjoyment of the general public. With the cooperation of the Treasury Department the bill (H.R. 6249) 
has been drafted to modernize fully those antiquated provisions, and your committee believes it would 
contribute to the cultural development of our Nation. 


GENERAL STATEMENT 


H.R. 6249 amends paragraphs 1720, 1807, 1809, 1811, amd 1812 of the Free List of the Tariff Act of 
1930, as amended, to provide for the duty-free treatment of items presently dutiable at various rates 
of duty under a number of paragraphs of the dutiable list of the Tariff Act. All of these Free List 
paragraphs can be characterized as containing provisions relating to the encouragement in the United 
States of the industrial and free fine arts. 

The amendment to paragraph 1720 continues present duty-free entry provisions for models of 
inventions and of other improvements in the arts which are to be used exclusively as models and broadens 
the provision to also include those which are to be used exclusively as exhibits in exhibitions at certain 
designated types of educational and cultural institutions. 

The amended paragraph 13807(a) adds to the existing Free List of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended 
specific provisions for original paintings in vitreous enamel, original mosaics, lithographs or prints made by 
other hand transfer processes unbound, and works of the free fine arts in any other media, including 
applied paper and other materials such as are used on collages. The words “any other media” significantly 
expand the present judicial concept as outlined in such cases as United States v. Olivotti and Company 
(1916) 7 Ct. Cust. Appls. 46, 48, T.D. 36309, which have held that works of art in the tariff sense are 
limited to works of the free fine arts of which the principal types are painting and sculpture. 

Under the new statutory concept of works of the free fine arts embodied in these amendments, 
articles which are recognized as works of art in fact, but which have been denied duty-free treatment 
under the existing decisions as to what constitutes a work of art, will be entitled to free entry. It is 
difficult to predict all the types of objects which will in the future be so classifiable, but it is safe to 
say that any object, irrespective of media, not an article of utility or for industrial use, which is 
considered to be a work of art by a sufficient body of recognized authority on art will be so classifiable 
under the new law. 

Sculptures of the requisite quality covered by the proposed amendments will not be limited to repre- 
sentations of the human or animal form, including abstractions of the same (see Brancusi v. United States 
(1928, Cust. Ct., T.D. 43063, 54 Treas. Dec. 428) or abstract intellectual concepts of recognized sculptures 
(see (1958, Dept.) T.D. 54698(42), 93 Treas. Dec. 446). Under the broadened concept the basic question 
will be whether the sculpture, regardless of subject or media, is regarded as a work of art by a sufficient 
body of recognized authority. 

As there may be some unforeseeable technical deficiencies in paragraph 1807(a) which would operate to 
exclude objects of types which are intended to be within its scope, provision has been made in paragraph 
1807(b) for original works of the free fine arts not provided for in paragraph 1807(a). The free entry of 
such works would be dependent upon compliance with such regulations as the Secretary of the Treasury 
may prescribe as to proof of the character of the article. These regulations will permit the requirement of 
appropriate proof to qualify the works for free entry under paragraph 1807(b), including, when necessary, 
certificates from curators or other recognized experts. 

The bill amends the present provision for the free entry of “not more than two replicas or reproduc- 
tions” of sculptures or statuary to include “10 castings, replicas, or reproductions.”” To preclude the 
possibility of the castings not being granted free entry in a case where the sculpture might die before 
the castings could be completed under his supervision, the bill provides that free entry may be granted the 
replicas even though the sculptor is deceased at the time the castings are made.

excluded from classification under paragraph 1807. Such utility or use is determined by the character of 

the articles themselves rather than upon independent evidence of the intention of the artist. (See (1932, 

Dept.) T.D. 45927, 62 Treas. Dec. 314.) 

Paragraph 1809 of the Tariff Act now covers the importation for exhibition purposes of a wide 
range of works of art, antiquities, and collections. A bond is required to assure proper use of the 
imported articles entered under this provision. The amendment would do away with the requirement 
that the exhibition of these articles be at a fixed place and merely requires that it be within the 
territorial limits of the United States. It would also permit the collector of customs to waive the 
requirement of surety on the bonds. The amendment would permit temporary transfers of items for 
exhibit for educational, scientific, agricultural, or cultural purposes, but not for sale. No new entry 
would be required for such transfers. 

The effect of existing regulations issued pursuant to section 489 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended 
(19 U.S.C. 1489), is to require so-called antique frames on original works of art to be entered at certain 
designated “antique” ports even though the work of art if imported without the frame could be entered 
at the port of arrival. (See 19 CFR 10.53.) To simplify such transactions paragraph 181l(a) would 
provide that picture frames classifiable under that paragraph may be entered at any port of entry. 
Paragraph 1811 is also amended to provide for the free entry of ethnographic objects made in traditional 
aboriginal styles and made at least 50 years prior to the day of entry, under such regulations as to 
proof of antiquity as the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe. 

Existing paragraph 1812 provides for free entry of Gobelin tapestries used as wall hangings. The 
amendment of paragraph 1812 provides for the free entry of Gobelin and other hand-woven tapestries fit 
only for use as wall hangings, and valued at not less than $20 per square foot. The term “fit only” has 
been judicially construed to mean fit in the commercial sense, that is to say the article has no practical 
commercial fitness for uses other than those designated (Stone and Downer Co. v. United States (1911) 
1 Ct. Cust. Appls. 513, T.D. 31533 and Stene and Downer Co. et al. v. United States (1913) 4 Ct. 
Cust. Appls. 47, T.D. 33266). The fact that a tapestry might have fugitive uses otherwise than as a wall 
hanging would not remove it from the class of tapestries fit only for use as wall hangings if the 
predominate use of tapestries of the class or kind concerned is as wall hangings. 

four committee received favorable reports on this bill from the Departments of State, Treasury, and 
Commerce, the National Gallery of Art, the National Collection of Fine Arts, and the Commission of 
Fine Arts, and an informative report from the U. S. Tariff Commission. 

Your committee is unanimous in urging the enactment of H.R. 6249. 

Mr. Mills. Mr. Speaker, in the form in which it passed the House of Representatives, the purpose of 
H.R. 2411 was to amend paragraph 1629 of the Tariff Act of 1930, a free list provision, by adding at 
the end thereof a new subparagraph covering tourist literature issued by certain groups and which 
relates chiefly to places or travel facilities outside the continental United States. As may be recalled, the 
House bill passed the House of Representatives unanimously on March 23, 1959. 

The Senate added two amendments to the House bill. Each of the Senate amendments is identical to 
separate bills on the same subject which have just recently been unanimously reported by the Committee 
on Ways and Means and which have already passed the House of Representatives. 

First, the Senate added an amendment to provide for the temporary free entry of certain bookbindings 
imported for the covering of books. The language of this amendment is identical to H.R. 4576 as it 
passed the House of Representatives on August 18, 1959. As may be recalled, I explained on the floor at 
that time that H.R. 4576 would amend paragraph 163l(a) of the free list of the Tariff Act of 1930 to 
include therein book bindings or covers and to provide for the duty free treatment of such imports for a 
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period of 2 years from the date of enactment of the bill. The Senate amendment which has been added to 
H.R. 2411 will accomplish this same purpose. 

Second, the Senate added language to H.R. 2411, the purpose of which, as I understand it, is to 
liberalize the definition of “works of art’”’ which may be imported duty free so as to include modern art 
forms and to ease restrictions on the importation of articles of educational or artistic value which are 
meant for exhibition and not for sale. 

Mr. Speaker, I wish to point out that approximately a week ago the House passed H.R. 6249 which 
was introduced by our colleague on the Committee on Ways and Means, the Honorable Lee Metcalf, and 
which was reported unanimously by the Committee on Ways and Means, with certain amendments. The 
language of the Senate amendment on this subject is identical to the language which was reported by 
the Committee on Ways and Means in connection with H.R. 6249, by Mr. Metcalf, and which was passed by 
the House of Representatives on August 25, 1959. 

The House committee report which accompanied H.R. 6249 explained in considerable detail the purpose 
of the bill, H.R. 6249, as it was reported from the Committee on Ways and Means. Inasmuch as the 
language of the Senate amendment to H.R. 2411 is identical to the language of H.R. 6249, as reported 
from the Committee on Ways and Means, it is my understanding that the purpose of the Senate amend- 
ment is precisely the purpose expressed and explained in the House committee report on H.R. 6249, 
which I include at this point. 


STAINLESS STEEL TABLE FLATWARE—TARIFF-RATE QUOTA 

Presidential Proclamation No. 3323 of October 20, 1959, provides that during the 
12-menth period beginning November 1, 1959, and in each subsequent yearly period 
beginning November 1, not more than 69,000,000 single units of certain stainless steel 
table flatware (table spoons, table knives, and table forks may be entered for consumption 
or withdrawn from warehouse for consumption at the modified duty rates provided for in 
item 339, Part I, Schedule XX of the Genera’ Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, as supple- 
mented (T.D.’s 51802 and 54108), and in Item 355, Part I, Schedule XX of the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, as supplemented T.D.’s 51802, 52373, and 52739). 

The Proclamation specifies the duty rates which shall be applied to any such products 
entered or withdrawn for consumption in excess of the yearly quota. 

The table spoons, table knives, and table forks subject to quota limitations are those 
composed wholly of metal and in chief value of stainless steel, not over 10.2 inches in 
over-all length and valued under $3 per dozen pieces. The modified duty rates applicable 
to those products which come within the yearly quota are set forth below:

Dl leucine, dl threonine, and dl 
valine are classifiable as acids, n.s.p.f., under par. 1. Dl methionine is classifiable as a 
drug, natural and uncompeunded, not edible, n.s.p.f., but advanced in condition or value, 
under par. 34, and dl isoleucine is classifiable as a chemical compound, n.s.p.f., under par. 
5, so long as the existing established and uniform practice of so classifying such mer- 
chandise is not oonee 2d following the publication of the notice provided for in section

Animal figures, miniature glass, made of solid or blown glass and of the type con- 
sidered in Abstract 62984, are classifiable as other glass articles not household articles, not 
cut or engraved, under par.

Bamboo, wovenwood matchstick material.—Wovenwood matchstick material consist- 
ing of round strips of barmnboo approximately 1/16 inch in diameter placed side by side 
and held together by cords or threads placed about two inches apart and further manu- 
factured by painting of the bamboo sticks, sewing a strip of woven tape near one vertical 
edge, and spraying a vinyl film layer on the back, is classifiable as woven or partly as- 
sembled material suitable for use in making porch or window blinds, curtains, screens, 
or shades, under the provision for all articles n.s.p.f., partly or wholly manufactured of 
bamboo, in par. 409. [T.D. 54948(3).] 

Bag, bicycle touring, composed of a polyvinyl! chloride type synthetic resin containing 
no organic filler dutiable at the rate applicable to manufactures in c.v. of cotton, n.s.p.f., 
under par. 923. [T.D. 54954(3).] 

Bag, rattan, folding, made of rattan core with wooden handles classifiable under the 
provision for bags and baskets, n.s.p.f., wholly or in c.v. of wood in par. 411.[T.D. 54954(4).] 

Bead, turquoise matrix, 1 millimeters in diameter, classifiable under par. 1528, (as a 
semi-precious stone), cut but not set, suitable for use in the manufacture of jewelry

If printed otherwise than lithographi- 
cally and susceptible of authorship, they are classifiable as printed matter, n.s.p.f., under 
rar. 1410, or as other photographs under that par. if not containing textual matter sus- 
ceptible of authorship and printed by a photo-chemical process. If the brochures do not 
contain textual matter susceptible of authorship and are printed otherwise than by a 
photo-chemical process, they are classifiable under the provision for printed matter other 
than lithographic, wholly or in c.v. of any paper provided for in par. 1405, or, if on other 
paper than that in par. 1405, classifiable as manufactures in c.v. of paper, n.s.p.f., under 
par. 1413. [T.D. 54964(3).] 

Buoy, polyvinyl, a pear shaped inflatable buoy having a circumference when inflated 
of 40 inches or more, available in various colors, and composed of synthetic resin contain- 
ing no filler material, used to support crab traps, and for specialized flotation work, and 
marking purposes, and not to support nets, dutiable at the rate applicable to manufac- 
Lures of cotton, n.s.p.f., under par. 923. [T.D. 54948(5).] 

Barium ox: succinate, salt ef phosphopyruvate, and thyroxine sodium salt.——Barium 
oxalsuccinate is classifiab as a barium compound, n.s.p.f., under par. 5. Mixed silver and 
barium salt of phosphopyruvate is classifiable as a mixture of salts of which silver con- 
stitutes the element of c.v. under par. 21. Thyrvuxine sodium salt obtained by synthesis 
from coal-tar products classifiable under par. 23(a), as a medicinal obtained, derived, or 
manufactured in whole or in part from a product provided for in par. 27 or 1651. Thy- 
roxine sodium salt produced from animal glands and not obtained, derived, or manufac- 
tured in any part from a product provided for in par. 27 or 1651 is classifiable as a medi- 
cinal preparation, n.s.p.f., under par. 5. [T.D. 54960(4).] 

Beef, fresh, frozen; meats, prepared.—Cuts of fresh or frozen beef, even though com- 
pletely detendonized and deboned, are classifiable as fresh or frozen beef under par. 701, 
rather than as prepared meats under par. 706, unless subjected to a process of com- 
minuting, drying, curing, smoking, cooking, seasoning, or flavoring, or to any combination 
of such processes, or unless diced or cut into sizes for stew meat or similar uses, or 
unless advanced by rolling and skewering, or where otherwise specially processed by 
skilled labor into fancy cuts, or special shapes, etc., which obviously removes them from 
the wholesale cut category and clearly makes them ready for a particular use by the 
retail consumer. [T.D. 54960(5).] 

Blood, animal, fresh, whole, preserved during transportation by the addition of 1% of 
formaldehyde (of 37% strength) is classifiable as a nonenumerated unmanufactured arti- 
cle under par. 1558. [T.D. 54960(6).] 

Booklet, sewing, consisting of two covers and five inner leaves of paper coated on 
both sides, fastened together by two round-head paper fasteners, to the inner leaves of 
which are attached snap fasteners, hooks and eyes, pins, and needles, the latter being 
stuck through a piece of cloth glued to a leaf of the booklet, the cover and leaves being 
of sufficient durability as to be usable as a holder until the contents have been used up, 
classifiable under par. 343, as needle books furnished with assortment of needles or com- 
binations of needles and other articles. [T.D. 54960(7).] 

Cable anchors and fittings, used for construction purposes and consisting of multiple 
tooth wedges affixed to a metallic tube into which metallic cable is to be inserted, in c.v 
of cast iron or steel, classifiable under par. 397, as articles n.s.p.f., partly or wholly manu- 
factured, wholly or in c.v. of iron or steel. [T.D. 54960(8).] 

Caffeine compounds, chloral hydrate, quinidine sulfate and theophylline (natural).- 
Caffeine citrate classifiable as such under par. 15. Other caffeine compounds not derived, 
or manufactured in any part from any product provided for in par. 27 or 1651, 
such as caffeine hydrobromide, and caffeine hydrochloride, are classifiable as compounds 
of caffeine under par. 15. Caffeine benzoate and caffeine sodium salicylate when derived 
or obtained in part from a coa! tar product are classifiable under par. 28(a) as medicinals, 
obtained or derived in part from a product provided for in par. 27 or 1651. Caffeine 
salicylate derived or obtained in part from a coal tar product, if suitable for medicinal 
use is classifiable under par. 28(a) as a salt of salicylic 


acid suitable for medicinal use 
obtained or derived in part from a product provided | for in par. 27 or 1651; but if not suit- 
able for medicinal use it is classifiable under par.

7(a)(1)(5) as a salt of salicylic acid

not obtained, derived, or manufactured in any part from any product provided for in par. 
27 or 1651 is classifiable as a medic ‘inal preparation, n.s.p.f., under par. 5. [T.D. 54960(9).] 
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Calfskins, “wet-chrome” from India and Pakistan, claimed to be “slack-tanned” or 
“pre-tanned” only as a method of preserving the hide to be exported, classifiable under 
the provision for all other, rough, partly finished, finished, or curried leather made from 
hides or skins of cattle of the bovine species, in par. 1530(b)(7), and not under the pro- 
vision for hides and skins of cattle of the bovine species, raw or uncured, or dried, salted, 
or pickled, in par. 1530(a). (T.D. 54960(10).] 

Cards tipped with flowers, consisting of American-made cards lithographically printed 
with biblical quotations and flower plant designs and tipped abroad with natural flowers 
on the designs, are classifiable according to their component material of c.v. If in c.v. of 
paper, they are classifiable under the provision for cards in c.v. of paper lithographically 
printed, n.s.p.f., not over 0.012 inch in thickness under par. 1406. If in c.v. of the natural 
dried flowers, they are classifiable as articles manufactured in whole or in part, n.s.p.f., 
under par. 1558. [T.D. 54954(S8).] 

Carpet, cemented to rubber backing, consisting of nylon fibers, electrically planted on 
cotton cloth, and cemented to rubber backing, in c.v. of nylon, classifiable as floor cover- 
ings, n.s.p.f., under par. 1021. [T.D. 54964(4).] 

Car, rocking, “‘Roly-Poly,” a rocker-shaped article which may be alternately used as 
a rocker, a car, a swing, a see-saw, a stroller, or a play table classifiable as a toy, n.s.p.f., 
under par. 1513. [T.D. 54954(9).] 

Cartridge, ink, of transparent plastic, approximately 2% inches long, designed for use 
in cartridge-type fountain pens, classifiable as parts of fountain pens, under par. 1550(b). 
(T.D. 54954(10).] 

Case, rain bonnet, consisting of a rectangular-shaped case (3% inches by 2% inches) 
open on one side, composed of synthetic resin (polyvinyl chloride type) containing filler 
material, classifiable under par. 1539(b), as manufactures wholly or in c.v. of any product 
of which synthetic resin is in the chief binding agent. [T.D. 54964(5).] 

Cases, wooden, beverage, without tops, assembled or knocked-down, classifiable as 
manufactures, wholly or in c.v. of wood, n.s.p.f., under par. 412, and not as packing boxes 
(empty) and packing-box shooks, of wood, n.s.p.f., under par. 407. [T.D. 54954(11).] 

Catalyst, vanadium, consisting of alkali, metavanadates supported on a pelleted dia- 
tomaceous earth carrier, and containing between 5 and 10% V,O;, by weight, to be used in 
the manufacture of sulphuric acid, classifiable under the provision for chemical com- 
pounds, mixtures, salts, wholly or in c.v. of vanadium, n.s.p.f., in par. 91. [T.D. 54948(7).] 

Chocolate syrup made with sugar, water, cocoa powder, glucose, salt, and sodium 
benzoate, classifiable under par. 501, as mixtures containing sugar and water, testing by 
the polariscope over 50 sugar degrees, or under par. 1558, as edible preparations for 
human consumption, if found to test not over 50 sugar degrees by the polariscope. [T.D. 
54960(11).] 

Calendar, advent, a three fold decoration in the form of a decorated Christmas tree 
composed of two lithographically printed paper boards and one sheet of lithographically 
printed transparent paper pasted between two paper boards partly covered with silver 
colored glitter. There are 24 double window cut-outs and when the windows are removed 
pictures on the transparent paper are visible. Such merchandise is classifiable as other 
articles in c.v. of paper lithographically printed, n.s.p.f., under par. 1406. [T.D. 54954(7).] 

Chips, wood, for pulpwood, approximately one inch long, varying from slivers to two 
inches or more in width, and about 1/16 of an inch to 4 of an inch thick, classifiable free 
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C.LE. TARIFF CLASS DECISIONS—BUREAU OF CUSTOMS—Continued 
of duty as pulpwood, n.s.p.f., under par. 1803(2). [T.D. 54954(12).] 

Cholie acid, chorionic gonadotropin, heparin, and crude rutin.—Chorionic gonadotropin 
is classifiable as a drug of animal origin, natural and uncompounded, n.s.p.f., advanced 
in condition or value, under par. 34. Heparin is classifiable as an acid, n.s.p.f., under par. 1. 
Crude rutin is classifiable as a crude drug under par. 1669. Cholic acid is classifiable as a 
drug of animal origin, natural and uncompounded, n.s.p.f., advanced in condition or value, 
under par. 34, so long as the existing practice of so classifying such merchandise is not 
changed following the publication of the notice provided for in section 315(d). [T.D. 
54948(6).] 

Christmas trees, artificial, in c.v. of simulated stems made of metal wire wound with 
vinyl sheets over one inch wide, the edges of which are slit to simulate pine needles, 
classifiable as articles in c.v. of artificial stems, wholly or in c.v. of other materials and 
n.s.p.f., under par. 1518. [T.D. 54954(13).] 

Cider.—A fruit beverage derived wholly (except for sugar, water, added alcohol, or 
artificial coloring matter) from apples is classifiable as cider under par. 738. [T.D. 
54960(12).] 

Clamp, nylon, made of a milky white flexible solid nylon containing no filler material 
and designed for holding metal inner springs stapled to furniture or mattress frames, is 
dutiable at the rate applicable to maufactures of metal, n.s.p.f., in c.v. of steel, under 
par. 397. The article is not classifiable under par. 1312 as a manufacture of filaments, 
fibers, yarns, or threads vf rayon or other synthetic textile, as defined in par. 1313, or 
under par. 1312 as a textile product made of bands of strips (not exceeding one inch in 
width) of such rayon or other synthetic textile. [T.D. 54948(S8).] 

Clips, paper, plastic, consisting of a synthetic resin (polystyrene type) containing no 
filler and not serving as a chief binding agent are dutiable at the rate applicable to arti- 
cles manufactured, wholly or in c.v. of steel, n.s.p.f., under par. 397. [T.D. 54948(9).] 

Cloth saguran, is classifiable as manufactures of raffia, n.s.p.f., under par. 1537(a) 
iT.D. 54948(10).] 

Coconut and corozo products.—Fresh coconuts and desiccated or shredded coconut 
meat classifiable as such under par. 758. Fresh coconut meat, frozen, puree, with or with- 
out milk, classifiable as in edible preparation for human consumption, n.s.p.f., under par 
1558. Copra is classifiable as such under par. 1727. Coconut oil, crude or refined, is pro- 
vided for in par. 54. Coconut shells are classifiable as waste, n.s.p.f., under par. 1555 
Corozo nut meats for processing, dried, are classifiable as nonenumerated manufactured 
articles under par. 1558. If the drying process of the merchandise is to prepare it for 
transportation the meat would be classifiable as an unmanufactured article, n.s.p.f., under 
par. 1558. Press cake or meai from oil extractions from the dried meat of the two palm 
meats, coconut and corozo, are classifiable as vegetabie oil cake or oil cake meal, n.s.p.f., 
under par. 730. [T.D. 54954(14).] 

Coconut, frozen and shredded but not desiccated classifiable as a non-enumerated 
edible preparation under par. 1558. [T.D. 54964(6).] 

Comminutor, an electrically-operated cutting machine, designed to be installed in a 
sewer line for the purpose of cutting coarse sewage into small settleable solids, classi- 
fiable as an article having as an essential feature an electrical element or device, wholly 
or in c.v. of metal, n.s.p.f., under par. 353, and may also be subject to import tax under 
section 4541, if in c.v. of copper or containing 4% or more of copper by weight. [T.D. 
54954(15).] 

Containers.—Containers of metal with a plastic adjustment screw to be used after 
importation for packaging chapped lip balm, classifiable as articles, n.s.p.f., manufactured, 
in c.v. of metal, under par. 397. Empty tin plate containers, to be used after importation 
for packaging hard candies, classifiable as articles n.s.p.f., manufactured, in c.v. of tin 
plate under par. 397. [(T.D. 54954(17).] 

Container, immediate. When frozen fish blocks are imported in an outer sealed card- 
board carton, the individual blocks being separated from each other by unsealed paraffin 
or wax paper, pliofilm or polyethylene bags, or cardboard trays (with or without a top), 
the inner wrappings bearing no marking of any kind and being thrown away as the first 
step in manufacturing cooked fish sticks, the outer sealed cardboard carton is the im- 
mediate container for the purposes of par. 720(b). [T.D. 54954(16).] 

Cuffs, gauntlet, fringed, classifiable according to component material of c.v.; if in c.v. 
of a natural rubber compound, as a manufacture in c.v. of india rubber under par. 1537(b); 
if in c.v. of cotton as an article in part of fringe under par. 1529(a): if in c.v. of synthetic 
rubber not containing carbon, dutiable at the rate applicable to articles in part of fringe 
under par. 1529. [T.D. 54954(18).] 

Cuffs, gauntlet, plastic, not fringed, composed of a polyvinyl chloride synthetic resin 
containing a filler classifiable as manufactures in c.v. of any product of which any syn- 
thetic resin or resin-like substance is the chief binding agent under par. 1539(b). [T.D. 
54954(19).] 
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Doors, cupboard, without hardware, having a face and back veneer with cross band 
underneath and a fiberboard layer approximately % inch thick in the middle. A two-inch 
wide strip of wood is used on all four edges instead of the fiberboard layer, forming a 
frame around the fiberboard which is used for the attachment of hardware, hinges, knobs, 
catches, etc. The doors are made to size in widths frem 18 to 30 inches requiring only 
slight trimming on installation. Such articles are classifiable as follows: If in c.v. of the 
fiberboard material, as manufactures of pulp, n.s.p.f., under par.

Expansion joint filler composed of synthetic resin (polyvinyl chloride type) contain- 
ing no filler material, used as a joint filler between structural members where high re- 
sistance to compression would cause damage, between materials of a different co-efficient 
of expansion, and, as a replacement for older joint fillers, where resiliency is an important 
feature, dutiable at the rate applicable to manufactures in c.v. of india rubber, n.s.p.f., 
under par. 1537. [T.D. 54960(13). 1 

File, pedicure, brass, measuring approximately 7 inches by 1 inch with the ends folded 
over to simulate a depth of % inch decreasing toward the inner portion of the fold, used 
“as a pedicure file to remove corns and callouses, is classifiable under the provision for 
hcusehold utensils in c.v. of brass under par. 339. [T.D. 54954(20).] 

Filter rods, cigarette, formed from tow or raw material of cellulose acetate fibres 
bonded with a triacetin plasticizer, are classifiable as smokers’ articles, n.s.p.f., other, 
under par. 1552. [T.D. 54954(21).] 

Floats, made of a plastic not containing a filler material, in cylindrical, oval, and oval 
with recess shapes, the oval shape floats 115 to 255 millimeters in length with diameters 
from 90 to 135 millimeters and cylindrical floats 30 millimeters to 80 millimeters in length 
and 80 millimeters in diameter, designed for deep sea fishing to support fishing nets at 
depths of 60 to 110 fathoms, dutiable at the rate applicable to manufactures wholly or in 
c.v. of cork, n.s.p.f., under par. 1511. [T.D. 54948(12).] 

Flower petals, crystallized, made of sugar, flaked rice and certain certified colors for 
use in decorating confections, baked goods, etc., are classifiable as confectionery under 
par. 506, and when in c.v. of sugar subject to import tax under section 4501, on the sugar 
contained therein. [T.D. 54948(13).] 

Footwear, huarache-style with rubber sole.—Sandal with huarache-type leather upper 
laced to leather insole, having a rubber outer sole and a leather heel with rubber wearing 
surface, which heel is nailed to the sole, not classifiable as huaraches. If in c.v. of leather, 
classifiable as footwear, wholly or in c.v. of leather, n.s.p.f., other, under par. 1530(e) 
['T.D. 54964(7).] 

Footwear, McKay sewed or stitched.—Athletic shoes having leather uppers, a leather 
insole, and a leather exterior sole sewed or stitched together by a chain stitch of the 
McKay type, though the machine on which sewed is not named a McKay machine as such, 
and which shoes have a rubber-like layer cemented to the exterior leather sole and to 
the heel of the shoe as the initial wearing surface, the predominant feature of the joining 
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of the sole to the upper being the chain stitching, are classifiable as footwear (including 
athletic or sporting boots and shoes), wholly or in c.v of leather, n.s.p.f., sewed or stitched 
by the method or process known as McKay, under par. 1530(e). Whether or not footwear 
is Classifiable as sewed or stitched by the method or process known as McKay must be 
determined in specific circumstances. [T.D. 54960(14).] 

Footwear, rubber-soled, basketball style high-top shoe with white rubber ribbed sol: 
ipproximately one inch thick, without customary foxing of sneaker-type footwear, the 
uppers of which are of cotton canvas with a cotton textile lining, classifiable as footwear, 
the uppers of which are in c.v. of cotton, with soles wholly or in c.v. of india rubber or 
substitutes for rubber, under par. 1530(e), the applicable rate of duty being based upon 
the American selling price when the competitive factors required by T.D. 46158 are 
present. [(T.D. 54954(22).] 

Methyl androstenediol, dehydrocortisone acetate, desoxycorticosterone acetate USP, 
estradiol, ethinyl estradio), estradiol monovaleriate, reserpine prepared by the Djerassi 
method, free testosterone, methyl testosterone, and testosterone propionate are classifiable 
as medicinal preparations, n.s.p.f., under par. 5. 

19 nor ethinyl testosterone and 19 nor 17A ethinyl testosterone, if in their condition 
as imported ready for administration as a medicinal, except for dilution or addition of a 
carrier, and so chiefly used in the United States, are classifiable as medicinal preparations, 
n.s.p.f., under par. 5; otherwise, they are classifiable as chemical compounds, under par 5 
[T.D. 54954(25).] 

Household type thermometer consisting of a silvered brass globe and base, the globe 
being encircled at the equator by a transparent disc on which appears the temperature 
scale, and having an indicator point protruding from the globe which is actuated by a 
metal coil attached to a post in the center of the globe, classifiable under par. 339, as a 
household utensil, n.s.p.f., plated with silver. [T.D. 54948(17).] 

Jacket made of vinyl plastic containing no filler, with a lining of spun rayon, in c.v 
of the plastic, is dutiable at the rate applicable to leather wearing apparel under par 
1531. [T.D. 54960(16).] 

Kaleidoscope, a three sided hollow prism-like article not for the amusement of chil- 
dren, the exterior of which consists of white opaque plastic with one surface having a 
transparent viewing area about 4% inches x 2 inches and the interior of which contains 
two black plastic slabs which are apparently normally cemented to the inner walls, if 
composed of a plastic containing a filler material, is classifiable as a manufacture in c.v. 
of a product of which a synthctic resin or resin-like substance is the chief binding agent 
under par. 1539(b), otherwise it is dutiable at the rate applicable to articles other than 
household articles in c.v. of silvered glass under par. 218(f). [T.D. 54964(8).] 

Lasts, shoe, w den, which are of the type to be attached to and become a necessary 
part of a shoe-making machine, are classifiable under the provision for parts of shoe- 
mezking machinery in par. 1642. If not of a type chiefly used as parts of shoe machinery, 
they are classifiable as manufactures of wood, n.s.p.f., under par. 412. [T.D. 54860(17).] 

Letters, cork, manufactured and stamped by a special process out of sheets of cork 
agglomerate composed of *% cork and % other ingredients classifiable as manufactures in 
c.v. of artificial, composition, or compressed cork, under par. 1511. [T.D. 54964(9).] 

Letters, nylon, made from a molding powder, commonly known as “nylon,” but the 
chemical name of which is polyamide, standard quality AM 100, dehydrated, dutiable at 
the rates applicable to articles in c.v. of cellulose acetate ns.p.f., under par. 31(a)(2) 
[T.D. 54964(10).] 

Leaves, herb, consisting of mint tea and pot herbs, packaged in small metal-covered 
paper bags, classifiable under the provision for herb leaves in small packages, for culinary 
use, in par. 781. [T.D. 54954(26).] 

Footwear, sneaker-type with jute burlap fabric upper.—Sneaker-type oxford with 
compound rubber outér sole, white rubber foxing, and rubber cushion insole and having 
an outer surface of the upper of plain weave, coarse, dyed, jute burlap fabric with ap 
proximately 12 warp and 11 filling threads per square inch, with a woven cotton lining, 
classifiable under the provision for footwear, the uppers of which are wholly or in c.v. of 
animal hair, cotton, fiber, ramie, rayon or synthetic textile, silk, wool, or substitutes for 
any of the foregoing with soles wholly or in c.v. of india rubber or substitutes for rubber, 
in par. 1530(e), the applicable rate of duty being based upon the American selling price 
when the competitive factors required by T.D. 46158 are present. [T.D. 54954(23).] 

Forgings. Parts.—Steel connecting rod forgings having no other use than as parts of 
an agricultural tractor engine, or if having other uses are chiefly used as parts of agricul- 
tural tractor engines, classifiable as parts of agricultural implements under par. 1604 
1'1T.D. 54960(15).] 

Fungicide, the active ingredient of which is manganese ethylene bis-dithiocarbamate 
(commonly known as maneb) and the inert ingredients of which are sodium sulphate and 
manganese hydroxide, is classifiable as a manganese salt, n.s.p.f., under par. 50. [T.D. 
54948(14).]

Glass strips, made from figured rolled glass, with seamed edges, in dimensions of 12 
by 48 inches, 16 by 48 inches, and 24 by 45% inches, used as imported for glass shelves, 
classifiable as articles of every description, n.s.p.f., wholly or in c.v. of glass, decorated or 
ornamented in any manner, not household, under par. 218(f). [T.D. 54954(24).] 

Grass, dehydrated, finely ground to an average particle size of 1/16 inch, is classifiable 
as a nonenumerated manufactured article under par. 1558. [T.D. 54948(15).] 

Handbag, beaded.—A iined handbag composed in part of different kinds of small beads 
forming a design or pattern, small colored beads forming flower designs on one surface of 
the bag, the beads being attached to a scrim foundation without any additional ornamen- 
tation of beads superimposed thereon, is classifiable as articles in c.v. of beads but not 
ornamented with beads under par. 1503. Such bag without the beads apparently would not 
be bought and sold in the trade and commerce of the United States as a handbag and the 
beads constitute a material and necessary portion of the commercial article. Under the 
circumstances, the bags are not ornamented with beads within the meaning of par. 
1529(a). (T.D. 54948(16).] 

Hormones, synthetic, not obtained, derived, or manufactured in any part from a prod- 
uct provided for in par. 27 or 1651.—Allopregnenolone acetate, compound “S’’ monoacetate, 
crude 16 dehydropregnolone acetate, crude desoxycorticosterone acetate, epoxidiolone 
acetute, epoxipregnenolone acetate, crude estrone acetate, pregnenetriol triester, crude 
pregnenolone acetate, crude 16-bromo pregnenolone acetate, crude 16-17 epoxy 5 preg- 
nenolone acetate, crude 5-16 3 beta acetoxy pregnenolone-20-oxime, and crude pregnisone 
ucetate are classifiable as esters, n.s.p.f., under par. 37. 

Androstandione, ethinyl androstenediol, crude methyl androstenediol, crude 3,17 and

par. 1726, this par. not containing a provision for parts of periodicals. Such parts of 
magazines conssiting of printed sheets, not bound or trimmed, not in ec.v. of paper 
mt ag ally printed, are classifiable under the provision for other printed matter,

Presidential Proclamation No. 3317, dated September 24, 1959, further amends Presi-

MAHOGANY LUMBER IMPROPERLY MARKED “PHILIPPINE 
. MAHOGANY” 

The Bureau has received a complaint from the Commercial Attache of the Philippine 
Embassy in Washington, D. C., that mahogany lumber is being imported from Japan, 
labeled “Philippine Mahogany,” whereas, the mahogany timber actually originated in 
Indonesia 

It is the opinion of the Bureau that mahogany lumber labeled “Philippine Mahogany” 
which, in fact, originates in a country other than the Philippines is falsely described or 
misrepresented within the meaning of sections 42 and 43 of the Trade-Mark Act of 1946 
(15 U.S.C. 1124 and 1125). 

In view of the foregoing, mahogany labeled in this manner not originating in the 
Philippines shall be prohibited. (C/L 3095.)

On May 1, 1958, pursuant to the provisions of section 516(b), Tariff Act of 1930, as 
amended, General Ceramics Corporation, Keasbey, New Jersey, an American manufacturer 
of ferrite articles, was informed that it is the practice to classify certain ferrite articles 
under paragraph 214, Tariff Act of 1930, as articles wholly or in chief value of earthy or 
mineral substances, not specially provided for, not decorated, dutiable at the rate of 15 
percent ad valorem under that paragraph, as modified. 

The ferrite articles in question are described as articles made of ferrite or ferrospinel 
having a square hysteresis loop for memory elements in digital electronic computers. 
The samples submitted are in their natural color, not decerated, and not commercially 
susceptible of decoration, and consist of rings ranging in size from % inch in diameter 
and 3/16 inch thick down to 1/16 inch in diameter and microscopic thickness, U-shaped 
pieces, the U approximately 1 by 2% by 1 inches with a square cross-section % inch on a 
side or a circular cross-section ™% inch in diameter, and cylinders % inch in diameter 
and % inch thick 

In a complaint received March 9, 1959, the domestic manufacturer has taken exception 
to this practice and contends that these ferrite articles should be classifiable under para- 
graph 212 of the tariff act, as modified, as other vitrified wares composed of a vitrified 
non-absorbent body which when broken shows a vitwified or vitreous, or semivitrified or 
semivitreous fracture, not tableware, kitchenware, table or kitchen utensils, or chemical 
stoneware, not containing 25 percent or more of calcined bone, dutiable at the rate of 45 
percent ad valorem. 

After a full consideration of the complaint the Bureau remains of the opinion that 
the practice of classifying these ferrite articles under paragraph 214 is correct. The 
decision of the United States Customs Court published as C.D. 2085 (94 Treas. Dec. 
(No. 22) 47) appears clearly to support the practice and this decision. 

In accordance with the provisions of section 516(b), Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, 
notice is hereby given that General Ceramics Corporation, Keasbey, New Jersey, has 
xiven the notice contemplated by the statute that it desires to protest this classification of 
such merchandise However, under section 516(b), as amended, the practice will be 
continued so long as no decision of the United States Customs Court or the United States 
Court of Customs and Patent Appeals not in harmony with this decision is published.

BRITISH TOKEN IMPORT PLAN DISCONTINUED 


The United Kingdom's latest dollar import liberalization move has made it possible 
to abolish the British Token Import Plan. The action taken by the British Government 
to remove quota restrictions on dollar area imports of more than 30 commodity cate- 
gories effective November 9 now permits U. 8S. exporters to ship unlimited quantities of 
all but two items which since 1946 could only be exported to the United Kingdom within 

uotas established under the British Token Import Plan. The Plan has, therefore, been 
iscontinued. 

The two former Token Plan items which still remain subject to U. K. import restric- 
tions are pharmaceuticals and tobacco products. Details of licensing arrangements under 
which pharmaceuticals and tobacco products will be imported from dollar areas will be 
announced shortly.

destination. The air freight forwarder, 
however, is in a position to bail him out 
of this new-found situation.

For the first time anywhere, the Pacific 
area will offer a rousing opportunity to 
international traders to make the most of 
the new low air-shipping rates. In a large 
sense, it is a test area.

“ESCAPE CLAUSE” REPORT ON CHEWINGS AND CREEPING RED FESCUE SEED 
—A report of its finding and conclusion in connection with “escape clause” investiga- 
tion No. 80, conducted under section 7 of the Trade Agreements Extension Act of 
1951, as amended. This investigation covered red fescue seed, which includes both 
Chewings and creeping fescue, dutiable under paragraph 763 of the Tariff Act of 1930 
Under the 1930 Act, these seeds were originally dutiable at 2 cents per pound; they are 
now dutiable, pursuant to concessions granted under the General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade, at 1 cent per pound. 

The Commission found that red fescue seed was not being imported into the United 
States in such increased quantities, either actual or relative (to domestie production), 
as to cause or threaten serious injury to the domestic industry producing like or 
directly competitive products. The Commission therefore made no recommendation to 
the President for the modification or withdrawal of the concessions applicable to 
such seeds.

DRIED FIGS 


The President has concurred with the United States Tariff Commission’s recent 
finding that no formal investigation should be instituted at this time to determine 
whether the tariff should be reduced on imports of dried figs. The President found, 
with the Tariff Commission, that there is not sufficient reason at this time to reopen 
the escape clause actions of several previous years which resulted in increases in the 
tariffs on these items. The President’s action means that the increased rates of duty 
previously established as the result of escape clause actions will continue to apply 
without reduction or other modification. 


MAP-MAKING INSTRUMENTS AND PARTS THEREOF 

After preliminary inquiry in accordance with section 203.3 of its rules of Practice 
and Procedure (19 CFR 203.3) the United States Tariff Commission, on the 26th day of 
October 1959, dismissed the complaint filed under section 337 of the Tariff Act of 1930 
(19 U.S.C. 1337) by the Kelsh Instrument Company, Inc., of Baltimore, Maryland, alleging 
unfair methods of competition and unfair acts in the importation and sale in the United 
States of certain stereoscopic photogrammetric projection instruments (mapmakineg 
instruments). 


ARTICLES FOR CONSIDERATION IN PROPOSED 
TRADE-AGREEMENT RENEGOTIATIONS 

The Interdepartmental Committee on Trade Agreements has issued public notice 
of the intention of this Government to renegotiate the tariff concessions granted by the 
United States in the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade on certain articles. On 
October 22, 1959, in accordance with section 3 of the Trade Agreements Extension Act 
of 1951, as amended, the President furnished to the United States Tariff Commission a 
list of the articles to be considered in the proposed renegotiations, and requested the 
Tariff Commission to make a “peril point” investigation and report with respect to 
each such article, as provided in said section 3 of the Trade Agreements Extension 
Act of 1951. The President's List follows: 
Par. 

1108 Woven fabrics, weighing not more than four ounces per square yard, 
wholly or in chief value of wool, whether or not the warp is wholly of 
cotton, or other vegetable fiber. 

1109(a) Woven fabrics, weighing more than four ounces per square yard, wholly 
or in chief value of wool.
